5 BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL OF KING COUNTY:

6 SECTION 1. Definitions. For the purpose of this Ordinance

7 the words and phrases used herein, unless the context otherwise

8 indicates, shall have the following meanings:

9 (a) ARMORED-TRANSPORT AGENCIES provide armed personnel to

10 convey valuable articles for a fee.

11 (b) CONTRACT GUARD OR PATROL AGENCIES includes partnerships,

12 corporations, joint ventures, as well as individuals who are se1,f-~.

13 employed which provide privately employed guards or patrolmen for

14 a fee.

15 (c) CONTRACT INVESTIGATIVE AGENCY includes partnerships,

16 corporations, joint ventures, as well as individuals who are self—

17 employed which provide private investigative services for a fee,

18 except individuals investigating bodily injury or property damage

19 actions under the supervision of a licensed attorney.

20. (d) CREDIT INVESTIGATION AGENCIES AND CREDIT INVESTIGATORS

21 are businesses and persons who conduct investigations primarily

22 to furnish information as to the business and financial standing

23 and credit responsibility of persons, firms, or corporations.

24 (e) DIRECTOR shall mean the Manager of the Licenses and

25 j Support Services Division, Department of Executive Administration

26 and any of hisduly authorized representatives.

27 (f) IN-HOUSE GUARD FORCES provide private guard services

28 exclusively in connection with the affairs of the one business

29 that employs them.

30 (g) IN-HOUSE INVESTIGATIVE FORCES provide private investi—

31 gative services exclusively in connection with the affairs of
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1 the one business that CflD1OVS them.

2 (h) P~3O’~ shall mean, wherever used in this Ordinance,

3 natural oersons ot eitner sex, rirms, co-partnersh~ns, associa—

4 tions, cornorations and like entities, residinç in the State of

5 Uashington, whether acting by themselves, by servant, agent, or

6 employee.

Ci) PRIVATE GUARDS are persons who protect or attemot to

8 protect persons or property from damage, injury, loss, or any

9 criminal act and includes “guard dogs,” “watchmen,” “security

10 officer,” “protective agent,” “merchant guard,” and “soecial

11 officer.”

12 (j) PRIVATE/MERCHANT PATROLMEN perform the same functions

13 as guards, but do so at a number of different locations, access

14 to which is accomplished by means of travel on public property.

15 (k) PRIVATE INVESTIGATQRS/DETECTfl~5 are personnel who

16 conduct investigations for a contract investigative agency, in--

17 cluding undercover agents employed by contract agencies, but ox—

18 cluding in-house investigative force employees, credit invest—

19 iga~ors, insurance investigators and adjusters.

20 (1) PRIVATE INVESTIGATION includes investigations by a

21 privately emoloyed oerson Cs) for the puroose of obtaining infor

22 mation concerning:

23 (1) Crimes or wrongs, done or threatened;

24 (2) The identity, habits, conduct, movements, where-

25 abouts, associations, transaction, credibility, reputation, em-

26 plovment history, criminal record, or character of any person(s),

27 grouo, or business, for any purpose;

28 (3) The location oflost br stolen property;

29 (4) The causes and responsibility for fires, libel,
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1 slander, losses, accidents or ixriuries;

2 (5) The whereabouts of missing persons.

3 (rn) PRIVATE, SECURITY includes all privately employed guards,

4 investigators, detectives, patrolmen, and any other nersonnel

5 performing similar security functions or services.

6 SECTION 2. Duties’of_the_Director. The Director is hereby

7 authorized and directed to enforce the terms and provisions of

8 this Ordinance. If it is determined any licensee or registrant

9 has violated or failed to comoly with any provision of this

10 Ordinance, then the Director shall issue a notice and order

11 recording such findings, specifying therein the particulars of

12 any such violation or failure to comoly and thereupon the license

13 or registration of any such licensee or registrant may be sus~

14 pended or revoked for a period to be fixed by the Director, in

15 which event the license or registration shall be surrendered to

16 the Director.

17 SECTION 3. Insoections - Right of Entry.

18 (a) The Director is hereby authorized to make such inspect-

19 ions and take such action as may be required to enforce the

20 provisions of this Ordinance.

21 (b) Whenever necessary to make an inspection to enforce any

22 of the provisions of this Ordii~ance, or whenever the Director has

23 reasonable cause to believe that a licensee is ooerat±ng in

24 violation of this Ordinance, the Director may enter such licensee

25 principal or branch office at all reasonable times to insoect

26 the same or perform any duty imposed on the Director by this Ord

27 inance; provided that Ci) if the offices are occupied, the Dir-

28 ector shall first present proper credentials and demandentry;

29 and (ii) if the offices are unoccunied, the Director shall first

1 mahe a rerisonabie effort to locate the licensee or other nerson(s)

2 aving crc~e cr contrel of the offices and demand entry.

3 (c) No person shall fail or neglect, after proner clcmanä,

4 to admit a license ins~ector, while acting within the scope of

5 his emoloyment, to the licensee’s principal or branch office, or

6 to interfere with any license inspector while in the performance

of his duty.

8 SECTION 4. License Reciuired. No Contract Investigative

9 Agency or Contract Guard or Patrol Agency shall furnish private

10 security services, nor s~iali t1~ey advertise, solicit, nor in any

way promise nor inform anyone that they will perform such serviceE

12 in unincorporated King County without receiving from the Director

13 a license as provided in this Ordinance.

14 SECTION 5. Exerartions. The provisions of this Ordinance

15 shall not apply to:

16 (a) A person employed exclusively and regularly by one em—

17 ployer in connection with the affairs of such employer only and

18 where there exists an employer-employee relationship;

19 (b) An officer or employee of the United States of America,

20 or of this State or a political subdivision thereof, while the

21 employee or officer is engaged in the oerformance of official

22 duties;

23 Cc) A person engaged exclusively in the business of obtain-

24 ing and furnishing information in relation to the financial rat-

25 ing of persons;

26 (d) An attorney—at—law in performing his duties;

27 Ce) Admiited insurers, agents, and insurance brokers

28 licensed by the State, nerforning duties in connection with in-

29 surance transacted by them.

2 (a) An asDlication For a license under the Drovisions ot

3 this Ordinance shall be in the form ~rescribcd by the Director

4 and shall include the following:

5 (1) Full name and business address of the aoplicant;

6 (2) Name under which the applicant intends to do

7 business;

8 (3) A statement as to the general nature of the busi

9 ness in which the apDlic~a~t intends to engage;

10 (4) Whether or not a firearm is to be used in connect—

ion with the applicant’s duties as a licensee;

12 (5) A statement as to the classification under which

13 the applicant desires to be qualified;

14 (6) The full name and residence address of each of its

15 officers, partners, and directors, if the apoiic~nt is an entity

16 other than an individual;

17 (7) Three recent photographs of the applicant, of a

18 type to be prescribed by the Director;

19 (8) A classifiable set of fingerprints;

20 (9) A statement of ex~erience qualifications;

21 (10) Employment history for five years preceding the

22 date of the aoplication;

23 (11) A list of arrests, convictions or confinements,

24 and,

25 (12) Any other information, evidence, statements, or

26 documents as maybe required by the Director.

27 (b) The applicant for a license, under the provisions of

28 this Ordinance, shall be eighteen years of age or older and have

29 two years experience in security work determined to he adequate
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1 by the Director. Securitv work determined to be adecuate shall

2 include, but is riot limited te, the ~o1l’~’inc~:

3 (1) Two years active exnerience in private sccurity

4 work while in the Nilitary;

5 (2) Two years active experience in public law enforce—

6 merit;

(3) Successful comoletion of two years of college leve]

8 study in law enforcement, police SCiCflCC, criminology, or areas

9 of like nature;

10 (4) Successful completion of a course of study which

has been approved by the Director and a reoresentative of the

12 icing County DeiDartrnent of Public Safety, on the basis that such

13 course provides sufficient material to ~nahle students thereof to

14 operate competently as a licensee under this Ordinance;

15 (5) Two years active experience as a registrant under

16 the provisions of this Ordinance; and

17 (6) Any combination of the above acceptable to the

18 Director.

19 Cc) The applicant for registration under the provisions of

20 this Ordinance, shall be eighteen years of ace or older.

21 SECTION 7. Procedures_Recuired of Licensees. Licensees

22 shall perform private security services in such fashion that no

23 interference with the King County Deoartment of Public Safety wi1

24 result. Regarding this end, licensees shall:

25 (a) Recommend to their customers that, in the event of a

26 police problem, the customer should first call their respective

27 police department;

28 (b) If a customer calls about a law enforcement problem,

29 instruct the customer to call their Department of Public Safety

17 The Department of Public Safety shall, send a letter to the Dir-

18 ector concerning the backcrround of the applicant, which may con—

19 tam any objection or recommendation as to the application.

20 SECTION 9. Classification of License.

21 (a) No person may engage in any private security operation

22 outside the scope of his license.

23 (b) For the puroo~e of defining the scope of licenses, the

24 following license classifications are established:

25 (1) Class A: Contract Investigative Agency, covering

26 operations as defined in Section 1(1) of this Ordinance;

•27 (2) Class B: Contract Guard or Patrol Agency, coverinç

28 operations as defined in Section 1(1) and (j) of this Ordinance;

29 (3) Class C: Covering the operations included within
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1 Class A and Class B, as definod in Section 1 of this Ordinance.

2 S~T°~10. Lic~”~e~. Fees fo~ 1ic~nses nnr1c~r ~-h~

4 (a) Class A license — $150.00 per annum

18 would be a grpund for the suspensicn or revocation of a license

21 or a crime involving moral turoitude;,

22 Cd) A record, based uoon re1iah]~e evidence, which leads to

23 the reasonable conclusion that the apalicant is not comoetent to

25 unaer the provisions of this Ordinance;

26 (e) Been refused a lIcense under the provisions of this

27 Ordinance or had a license revoked; provided, however, that any

28 anplicant denied a license under the provisions of this Ordinance

12 or partners.

13 Applications, on forms prescribed by the Director, shall he

14 submitted by all new officers or partners. The Director may

15 suspend or revoke a license issued under the provisions of this

16 Ordinance if he determines that at the time the person became an

17 officer or partner of a licensee; any of the facts in Sections 11

18 and 12 of this Ordinance existed as to such person.

19 SECTION 18. Licensee P~esnonsjhie for Conduct of Employee.

20 A licensee shall at all times be legally responsible for the good

21 conduct of each employee while on duty.

22 SECTION 19. Emergency Eaui~.incnt. It shall be unlawful for

23 any licensee, or ~iis agents, to use emergency equipment, suc~i as

24 sirens and flashing red or blue lights, on vehicles owned or

25 onerated by the licensee, except as specifically authorized or

26 licensed by the State of. ~7ashington or any of its political sub-

14 SECTION 23, Advertisements — Solicitation of Business,

15 (a) Every advertisement by ~ licensee advertising or sol—

16 iciting business shall contain his company name and address as

17 they appear in the records of the Department of Executive Admin—

18 istration, Licenses and Support Services Division,

19 (b) Licensees, in their promotional. literature and oral

20 sales presentations to members of the public, shall not claim any

21 relationship or affiliation with any official or semi—official

22 law enforcement organization, Such literature or sales presen—

23 tation shall be accompanied by an accurate and clear description 1
24 of the services which the licensee does in fact offer or provide,

25 (c) Solicitors performing oral sales presentations to

26 members of the public shall not carry visible weapons,

27 SECTION 24. Surety Bond Required,

28 (a) No license shall be issued under the provisions of this

29 Ordinance unless the applicant files with the Director a surety

30 bond executed by a surety company authorized to do business in

31 this State in the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars conditioned to
